In other action Wednesday the 
Senate committee held its first 
hearing on a Hou se-p assed bill to 
imp ose stricter p enalties on nu m­ 
bers racket op erators. 
The bill 
wou ld also inclu de p ossession of 
nu mbers tickets as a violation 
with a lesser p enalty on the first 
offense. 
Rep resentatives of the attorney 
general’s office and the Ohio As­ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police sp oke 
in favor of the bill. 
The measu re is one of the p ack­ 
age of three endorsed by them, 
all of which p assed the Hou se al­ 
most u nanimou sly . They seek to 
take the same ap p roach in driv­ 
ing ou t nu mbers and sp orts p ools 
racketeers as was u sed su ccess­ 
fu lly in cracking down on slot 
machines and narcotics traffic in 
the state. 
Sen. Feed Hoffman, R-Cincin- 
nati, chairman of the committee, 
said he is considering the bills 
one at a time becau se of the 
heavy work load which his com­ 
mittee has.

Case Backlog Cut 


LISBON — Colu mbiana Cou nty ’s 
two common pleas cou rts dis­ 
posed of 91 cases in April, bu t 
attorney s filed 3 new cases du r­ 
ing the month, according to 
report by the clerk of cou rts 
office to the administrativ e as­ 
sistant of the Ohio Su preme Cou rt. 
Beginning April 
1, 787 cases 
were on the docket, and 779 cases 
were pending on May 1. 
Disposition of the cases shows 
61 were tried by the cou rts, 11 
were cognov it and defau lt ju dg­ 
ments and 19 were settled and 
dismissed. 
Fou r traffic point sy stem cases 
were terminated du ring the month 
The Cou rt of Appeals disposed of 
two cases and had fou r pending 
as of May 1. 


The Redstone throbbed to life 
after a cou ntdown directed by for 
m er German rocketeer Dr. Ku rt 
Debu s. 
Debu s was assisted by Dr. Wer 
ner Von Brau n, head of the Na 
tional Aeronau tics and Space Ad 
ministration space flight labora 
tory . 
Flew Free Coarse 
The slender rocket, stretching 
83 feet tall with the capsu le and 
tf^-foot escape tower on top, 
flew a tru e cou rse as it knifed into 
a clear sky u nder the anx iou s 
ey es of thou sands who crammed 
into missileland to watch as Amer 
ica for the first time committed 
a man into space. 
Millions of Shepard’s cou ntry 
men watched on fiv e telev ision. 
As thy missile accelerated, fore 
es six times the pu ll of grav ity 
pu shed the astronau t against his 
cou ch. 
At 141 seconds after lau nch, the 
capsu le separated and the escape 
tower — designed to jerk the cap­ 
su le free and parachu te it safely 
to earth in case of trou ble—was 
jettisoned. 
Au tomatic controls then flipped 
the nine-foot tall capsu le ov er 180 
degrees so the blu nt heat shield 
base led the way , with the pilot 
riding backward. 
Abou t fou r minu tes after lau nch, 
Shepard tu mbled, as if ov er a 
precipice, into a weird and weight­ 
less world—an ex hilarating ex pe­ 
rience that lasted abou t fiv e min­ 
u tes. 
In View of Thou sands 
Riding a colu mn of orange ex 
hau st fire, the reliable Redstone 
rose into a hazy sky in v iew of 
thou sands watching from nearby 
beaches and u ntold nu mbers of 
others ov er the nation with ey es 
glu ed to telev ision screens. 
As the rocket blasted off, two 
F106 jet planes zipped ov er the 
cape. At the controls were two 
other members of the astronau t 
team. Walter Schirra ar.d Scott 
Carpenter. 
They were to observ e the lau nch 
from abov e and then speed to the 
recov ery area to watch operations 
there. 
The rocket shot into a large 
clou d hanging ov er the Cape brief­ 
ly , then the ex hau st flame dimin­ 
ished u ntil it became a pinpoint 
in the sky . 
A pu ff 140 seconds later indicat­ 
ed the booster bu rned ou t as 
planned. 
The astronau t reported the fu el 
sy stem was OK. 
The periscope came ou t and the 
ship was mov ing into proper alti­ 
tu de. 
At the time of lau nch, Shepard 
had been in the space cabin fou r 
hou rs, 16 minu tes, all bu t 52 min­ 
u tes in isolation. 
Lau nch Held Up 
The 
lau nch 
originally 
was 
schedu led for 7 a.m. (EST) bu t 
was held u p sev eral times for 


weather and technical reasons. 
The 
pilot 
reported 
he 
was 
switching to manu al control. The 
pilot has manu al control of the 
capsu le. Ev ery thing still OK. 
Shepard said “What a beau tifu l 
v iew.” 
The pilot reported three to 4-10 
clou d cov er obscu ring the v iew 
u p to Cape Hatteras. 
At 2 minu tes and 10 seconds the 
medical monitor at the control 
center reported the pilot’s condi­ 
tion appears to be ex cellent 
The pilot is beginning the proc­ 
ess of firing his rev erse rockets. 
“Ev ery thing v ery smooth,” he 
reported. 
The No. 1 rev erse thru st rocket 
ha* fired and the second and 
third retro rockets fired. 
The pilot is preparing to jettison 
the retrorocket gear. Control cen 
ter reports ex cellent v oice com­ 
mu nication with pilot and medical 
reports OK. 
The retrorocket packet attached 
to the capsu le has been jettisoned. 
The Mission Mercu ry Control 
Center reported the mission was 
6 minu tes and 40 seconds old and 
Shepard reporting in normal pro­ 
cedu re of test pilot — au tomatic 
control sy stem operating properly . 
The spacecraft is beginning to 
enter the atmosphere and pilot re­ 
ports beginning of grav ity pres­ 
su re. He is now u p to 9 Gs. 
“OK,” he reported. 
Peak grav ity forces now bu t still 
reporting OK. 
All data of the control center is 
reported ex cellent. 
Pilot reports he is at 30,000 feet 
on the way down. 
The pilot is talking to Grand 
Bahama Island and they are read­ 
ing him. 
First parachu te ou t. 
Pilot reports all sy stems in the 
capsu le OK 
Control center say s pilot OK as 
he approaches the Atlantic. 
The main parachu te now has 
been deploy ed. 
The capsu le is now floating to 
the water 6 6 0 seconds from liftoff. 
Shepard say s he is at 7,000 feet 
and coming in for landing. 
Commu nications at this point 
are reporting “little rou gh." Con­ 
trol center people said they ex ­ 
pected this. 
Recov ery forces downrange re­ 
port seeing capsu le. 
The pilot reported he is coming 
down 30 feet a second. 
The control ships reported that 
the capsu le has landed and re­ 
cov ery crafts dispatched. 
A helicopter took off and circled 
the area and is now mov ing in on 
it. 
The recov eiy forces reported 
that helicopter has lifted the cap­ 
su le into a normal u pright posi­ 
tion.

The 48 -y ear-old hiker, carry ing 
only two knapsacks, a homemade 
waiking stick and a cru de sign, 
ambled into the city at 2:30 p.m. 
from Deerfield on a leg of a 
jou rney that has seen him walk 
approx imately 2,800 miles across 
the cou ntry thu s far. 
Johnson said he began the trek 
from Florence, Oregon, Jan. 7 
and plans to be in New York 
City by May 20. From New York 
he plans to work his way across 
the Atlantic Ocean and Mediter 
anean by boat to the northern 
coast of Africa, where he will 
begin hiking again across the 
Arabian Desert to Riy adh, Sau di 
Arabia, an additional 1,000 miles. 
Pu rpose of the walking feat, 
Johnson said, is to create some 
good will between foreign cou n­ 
tries and the United States, and 
also to help him secu re work in 
a foreign field. He said he wou ld 
like to work in the Sau di Arabia 
area since he has a command of 
the langu age there. 
Johnson is carry ing two bottles 
of Pacific Ocean water, one which 
he 
say s will 
be deliv ered to 
May or Robert Wagner of New 
York City from the may or of 
Florence, Ore., E. A. Dav idson, 
and the other to King Sau d of 
Sau di a Arabia. 
He said he has av eraged 30 
miles per day thu s far on the 
jou rney , and worn ou t one pair of 
shoes. The most mileage he has 
cov ered in one 24-hou r period was 
56 miles in Wy oming. 
Johnson said the trip has been

throu gh a raging snowstorm near 
Laramie, Wy oming, and another 
heav y snowfall in Indiana.

Q — “ I am 23 y ears old and 
the mother of a two-y ear-old boy . 
I am husky and strong and made 
both the basketball and hockey 
teams while I was in high school.

I’m going to hav e 
my second child in a few months 
and I don’t want to go through 
that ex perience again. Is t h e r e 
any thing I can do to increase my 
milk supply ? Is it true that I can 
get hormone shots like those giv ­ 
en cows? 


A — I don’t know about hor­ 
mone shots to increase milk se­ 
cretion in cattle but I do know 
there is no generally approv ed 
product for use in humans. How­ 
ev er, a recent study in the J ournal 
of the American Academy of Pe­ 
diatrics may furnish a much sim­ 
pler and happier solution to the 


writer’s problem. Briefly stated, a 
team of doctors from the Univ er­ 
sity of Mississippi Medical School 
observ ed the effects of changed 
frequencies on mother’s milk pro­ 
duction. What they discov ered was 
just about the opposite of what 
y ou might hav e predicted. “ When 
the number of feedings and the 
total nursing time were decreas­ 
ed, significantly LESS milk was 
obtained by the baby . 
“ But when the number of feed 
ings and the total nursing time 
were increased, 
the 
amount of 
milk obtained by the baby did not 
change for 48 hours, but then it 
rose to the control lev el observ ­ 
ed at the beginning of the study ” 
—that is to say , before noting the 
effects of decreasing the number 
of feedings and the total nursing 
time. 
From their studies, the doctors 
recommend 
that 
mothers 
who 
wish to increase their milk sup­ 
ply shou'j feed their infants two 
to three EXTRA times each day . 
I hope my correspondent w i l l 
take heed of this fascinating stu­ 
dy . Indeed, the more y ou think 
about the results, the surer y ou 
are that they ’re correct in their 
conclusions. I rather imagine any , 
ex perienced “ wet 
nurse” 
could 


hav e predicted the outcome in ad 
v anee.
